On January 2, 1947, Bud Stedinger W6CX, Lyle Gardenhire W6RUZ, 
Marion Doss, W6ICU and N.C. Dahli met at the home of Bud Stedinger 
to formulate plans for founding an Amateur Radio Club. 


O.W. Peterson W6LGW was also in attendance via radio. 

A week later, January 9, 1947, the same five founders met 
at Bud Stedinger's home to formulate and adopt a preamble and 
By-Laws for the Mount Diablo Amnateur Radio Club, Officers 
elected by acclamation were: 


President Bud Stedinger W6CX 
Vice President D.W. Peterson W6LGW 
Sec/Treas. Lyle Gardenhire W6RU2Z 


Notice was given locally that MDARC had been founded and 
the first meeting would be held at the Walnut Creek Grammar 
School on January 17, 1947. 

January 1947: 

The Charter was declared open and twenty-eight new members 
were accepted into the club. O.W. Peterson discussed having 
code classes as a club activity. Marion Doss volunteered to 
bring books of interest to beginners. 

George Burton donated a set of coils which were raffled, 
netting the treasury $6.75. Bob Horwinski offered the use of 
a building on Electric Mountain as a club room, and Ray Swanson, 
George Burton and O.W. Peterson were appointed as a committee 
to investigate.

February, 1947: 

Meeting called to order by Pres. Stedinger at the Walnut 
Creek Grammar School. 

The meeting location committee reported that the building 
on Electric Mountain was too remote. It was decided to hold 
future meetings at El Curtola Restaurant in Walnut Creek. A 
banquet room was available for meetings with no obligation 
incurred for its use. 

A large delegation from the Richmond Radio Club attended 
the meeting and were welcomed by Pres. Stedinger on behalf of 
MDARC. All present rose and introduced themselves, and W6FW 
"The Old Buzzard" from Walnut Creek was presented. 

A motion was made and passed to obtain a small duplicating 
machine to assist secretary, cost not to exceed $15.00 

Pres. Stedinger was authorized to proceed with club 
incorporation, expenses not to exceed $20.00. 

Raffle prizes donated by Bob Horwinski of Electronic Mt. 
were won by Pate W6JUW, Rowan and Stedinger W6CX. Raffle netted 
$20.75. 

Program was a movie entitled "Television." 


March 1947: 

Mr. Horace Greer W6TI QSL Manager of the East Bay Section 
was the guest speaker and his subject was club affiliation with 
the ARRL and operation of the QSL Bureau. 

O.W. Peterson W6LGW told of the progress being made with 
code classes being held at his home. 

William Gentry was approved as chairman of the Entertainment 
Committee. George Burton presented a written proposal to amend 
the By-Laws and to add two (2) additional board members. 

President Stedinger W6CX presented Mr. Omar Day W6OBT ARRL 
Co-ordinator of the East Bay Section. He gave a very interesting 
talk on Amateur Radio as an emergency communication system in 
time of emergency and disaster. 


April 1947: 

Marion Doss W6TCU was appointed to contact an attorney and 
obtain information in regards to club incorporation. 

The proposal to amend the By-Laws was read, voted on, and 
approved. Chuck Patterson W6RTR and Dom Lucido W6TDY were elected 
to the Board, Chuck for two years and Dom for one year. 

Marion Doss W6TCU gave an informative talk on the Naval 
Electronics Company being formed in Martinez and explained its 
purpose. 

A group of visitors from the North Bay Radio Club in Vallejo 
attended the meeting, and were welcomed by President Bud 
Stedinger W6CX. 


May 1947: 

Lyle Rockwood was introduced to the club members by the 
President. Mr. Rockwood gave a very interesting, though very 
brief, talk on Model Plane control. 

Marion Doss W6TCU introduced an amendment to empower the 
Board of Directors to conduct club business and pay routine 
bills to the maximum amount of ten dollars ($10.00) per bill. 


June 1947: 

Final plans were discussed to hold a picnic on June 22nd 
at Castle Rock Park. 

Murray Douglas W6CUG spoke on surplus radio gear and its 
conversion and adaptability to amateur use. 

E.S. Starkweather W6ZKC and R.L. Brown W6DY were granted 
memberships in the club. 

Final approval was given the amendment to the By-Laws to 
empower the Board of Directors to conduct the club business 
and pay routine bills not to exceed ten dollars ($10.00) per 
bill. 

The application of the Mount Diablo Amateur Radio Club for 
incorporation was filed this month. 


July 1947: 

The application of the Mount Diablo Amateur Radio Club for 
incorporation which was filed in June, was approved on the 18th 
of July, 1947, and now we are a legally incorporated radio club! 

Terrence Ring, Attorney-at-law, of Walnut Creek, handled 
the application for the incorporation of the Mount Diablo Amateur 
Radio Club for the sum of twenty-five ($25.00) dollars. 

Quite a discussion was held regarding the picnic in June 
and plans were made to make it a yearly event and an enjoyable 
outing--also, members were to "scout" around and check on various 
places where such a club gathering could be held and under 
comfortable conditions. Also any and all suggestions would be 
screened and utilized for a better picnic, by the members of 
the club. 


August 1947: 

Homer Hunt W6HLD (formerly W6JOF) was introduced to the club 
members by President Bud Stedinger W6CxX. Attorney Terrance Ring 
explained the procedure of incorporating the Club. 


September 1947: 
ss Meeting was called to order by President Stedinger at 8:20 
M. 

It was announced that Mr. George Purly, President of ARRL, 
would be at the Oakland Radio Club on Sept. 24th, and all 
amateurs are invited to attend the meeting and hear a discussion 
on the present bands for amateur use. 


October 1947: 

Vice President O.W. Peterson W6CGW presided, and a discussion 
was held regarding the purchase of AC generators for emergency 
use. This discussion was for the purpose of purchasing two (2) 
AC generators for the American Red Cross. A motion was made 
and carried that the Mount Diablo Amateur Radio Club sponsor 
two (2) of these units. 

Guest speaker for the evening was: Mr. W.R. Ladley, Pacific 
Coast Director of the ARRL--who spoke on the ARRL and the part 
it is taking in behalf of the American Amateurs. 


November 1947: 
Nominations for officers were held as per the By-Laws of 
the club, with Jack Tait W6IT acting as chairman. 
The following nominations were made:

Vice~President--Chuck Patterson W6ATR 
Secretary-Treasurer~-Bud Stedinger W6CX

December 1947:

January 1948: 

The first board meeting of the new year was held at the home 
of Murray Douglas W6CUG on January 23rd. Motion made by Leon 
Pate W6JUW that the club issue membership certificates to all 
members and that special "Charter Certificates" be issued. The 
cost of the fancy lettering to be borne by the individuals 
receiving same. 

The first club meeting of the new year was held at the El 
Curtola Hotel. Pete W6LCW acted as secretary due to the absence 
of Bud Stedinger W6CX. The newly elected club officers were 


installed. Pres. Murray Douglas W6CUG made a few remarks to 
the club members after which the retiring President Bud Stedinger 
W6CX thanked his officers and committeemen for their splendid 
cooperation during the past year. 

A proposal by Roy Swanson that a policy be established of 
remembering each President at the end of the year with a token 
of appreciation for their service to the club--referred to 
the Board of Directors for approval and/or action. 

Raffle, "swap-fest" then adjournment. 


February 1948: 

The February meeting brought out a couple of distinguished 
guests, K.G. Clark and Horace Greer, one of whom has been 
welcomed before at the club meeting. K.G. Clark, Regional 
Director for the FCC, spoke on the functions of the Commission 
and fully explained previously unanswered questions. 

Horace Greer W6TJ,QSL Bureau Manager for the East Bay Section, 
spoke on frequency allocations and the Red Cross, stressing 
the need for amateurs to cooperate in order to hold the 
frequencies we now have. 

Pres. Murray Douglas W6CUG presented past President Bud 
Stedinger W6CX with a Radio Handbook autographed by the author 
as well as the members. Omar Day W6OBJ presented him with a 
gavel which he (Omar) had made. 

Jack Tait W6IT moved that suitable place be made and attached 
to the gavel presented to the past President, Bud Stendinger 
W6CX. The motion carried. 


March 1948: 

Board meeting held at the QTH of Pete W6LGW and after 
considerable deliberation the Board ratified the charter closing 
date as of May 1, 1947, with 48 charter members. 

In consideration for the Martinez club members it was decided 
to hold the next meeting (April) at the Venetian Club in 
Martinez. 

F.D. Clapp W6DSZ and Larry Archibald W6JLE were guest speakers 
at the club meeting. In addition to their respective talks they 
also gave a very interesting demonstration on 420 megacycles. 

Mrs. Selover also gave a talk about the Red Cross in Hawaii. 


April 1948: 

Board met at the OTH of Jim Allan W6HSY on April 7th. 

Board recommends affiliation with the ARRL, and that the 
first group of memberships, either new or renewal, be given 
a reduced price of $2.50 instead of the usual $3.00 per year. 

First Field Day and Picnic of the year to be held on Sunday, 
May 2, at Mt. Diablo. 

The general meeting began with a 6:30 dinner at the Club 
Venetian in Martinez with forty-five (45) present at dinner. 

Visitors were introduced and new certificates were given 
out--raffle held. The educated dog show and a movie was the 
program given by Jimmie Rankin and it was enjoyed by all present 
at the dinner. Program presided over by Leon Pate W6JUW, due 
to the absence of President Douglas. 


May 1948: 

Mr. Byron Balleau of ETMAC was speaker of the evening. His 
topic was "FM" and he also answered several questions regarding 
vacuum tubes. 

Jack Tait W6IT explained Field Day plans for June 12 & 13. 

It was decided by the club members to change the meeting 
place to the Las Palmas Hotel for lthe balance of the year. 
It was further decided to hold a club picnic at Lake Anza on 
July 11th. 


June 1948: 

New calls were received this month by the following club 
members; Fred Cauder W6DEX, Roy Swanson W6DMA and Jerry Shimmel 
W6DMC. 

Charles Lasswell W6NPZ of Girad-Hopkins Condenser Company 
was our guest speaker for the evening. Murray Douglas W6CUG 
showed some of his very interesting slides. 


July 1948: 

At the regular meeting, held at the Las Palmas Hotel, Sterling 
Gardner of Gardiner Transformer Company was the guest speaker. 
He gave a talk on transformers and showed some movies and slides. 

Horace Greer W6TJ again graciously addressed the club with 
an interesting talk on emergency work and 75-meter mobile 
operation. 


August 1948: 

Met at the Las Palmas Hotel for 6:30 dinner and an 8 P.M. 
meeting with Leon Pate W6JUW presiding in the absence of Pres. 
Douglas--Mary |Ellen Peterson acting as Secretary. 

Jack Tait W6IT thanked the members for sending in their cards 
and presented ARRL Emergency Communications forms. 

Raffle receipts were $7.50. 


September 1948: 

At the board meeting held on September 8th, a committee of 
three (3) women, headed by June Allan XYL of W6HSY, requested 
that the club cooperate with them in forming a ladies' auxiliary. 
The board agreed to cooperate, but insisted that should such 
an auxillary be formed it would be an entirely separate unit 
and in no way be part of the club. 

The date of September 25th was set for a weiner roast in 
the back-yard of the home of O.W. Peterson W6LGW. At the weiner 
roast the newly formed Ladies' Auxiliary helped with the 
preparations. 

Mrs. Carol Messler XYL of W6WJN, made a delicious pot of 
beans. Mrs. Stedinger, XYL of Bud W6CX, and Mrs. Jean Peterson, 
XYL of W6LGW, prepared the rest of the feast. Mary Ellen, W6LGW's 
harmonic (now W6PJR), helped in general. All present agreed 
that those who did not attend the weiner roast missed a swell 
feed and a very enjoyable evening. 

At the general meeting, Bud Stedinger W6CX brought up the 


subject of forming a club net--after discussion it was decided 
to form the Diablo Club Net at 8:00 P.M. Sunday, September 19th, 
on 3885 Kc. All stations checking in at that time were to receive 
a 3-minute egg-timer from the club. 

Editor's Note: KEEP THEM SHORT, FELLOWS! 

At the board meeting on September 29th, it was decided to 
ask the Ladies' Auxiliary to supervise the Christmas Party. 

The board also went on record in favor of nominations and 
elections of officers being held at the November meeting, as 
the December meeting is strictly a social affair with no business 
being transacted. 


October 1948: 

The October meeting brough us more notable personages in 
Mr. McCarger, S.G. Culver, Clyde Sunderland, Sterling Gardner 
and his wife. Mr. McCarger spoke on ARRL affairs and general 
timely subjects, giving a great deal of interesting information. 

After a general discussion it was decided that the Diablo 
Club Net would change its meeting place to 3867 Kc. and on 
Wednesday night as well as any other night possible for the 
boys to get on the air. 

The board recommended the dues be raised to two dollars 
($2.00) per year and this was approved by the members present. 


November 1948: 

At the general meeting it was moved and carried that a maximum 

of twenty dollars ($20.00) be spent for the Christmas Party. 
A motion was presented by E.A. "Bert" Collins W6CWC, sometimes 
known as "California Wild Cat," and seconded by Bob Rutherford, 
that two extra meetings be held each year in Concord and two 
extra meetings be held each year in Martinez. These meetings 
to be held in addition to the regular meetings. This motion 
carried--ayes-19, nays-1i. It was also suggested that we have 
a log-book at meetings to be signed by new members, guests and 
visitors. 

New members introduced were: R.L. Lauston W6ERA and Dennis 
Ahern. 

The elections of officers for the coming year were as follows: 
President-Leon Pate W6JUW. Vice-President-0O.W. Peterson W6LGW. 
Secretary-Treasurer-Dick Wallace W6TCU 
Board Member--2 year Term- 

Roy Swanson W6DMA 
1-year term yet to serve- 
Jim Allan W6HSY. 

Voting on all business affairs presented to the membership 
was nearly all unanimous, indicating a very harmonious 
relationship among the club members. 


December 1948: 

A very successful and enjoyable Chirstmas Party was held 
at the Las Palmas Hotel in Walnut Creek. 

A vote of thanks was extended to the Ladies' Auxillary for 
the successful party. They were responsible for the party 


arrangements and the distribution of the many gifts presented 
to the children. 


January 1949: 

Outgoing President Murray Douglas W6CUG read a release from 
the Baltimore Medical Society commenting on the ulcerous injuries 
which might result from Beryllium on the inside of flourescent 
lights, and cautioned all on the handling of them to prevent 
serious injury resulting from the breaking of the above mentioned 
type of lighting. 

Pres. Murray then thanked the officers that had served with 
him in 1948 and introduced the newly elected officers. He then 
relinguished the gavel to new President Leon Pate W6JUW. The 
outgoing President was complimented on his fine work during 
the past year was presented with a copy of the Antenna Handbook, 
the gavel he had used during 1948 with an engraved mounting 
plate. 

Guests introduced at the meeting were: Walt Sessions W6MGN, 
employed at the Radiation Laboratory in Berkeley, Don Hills 
W6ROR and Paul Dane W6WOW, who are with KSBR transmitter, and 
Bud Ishmel W6Q0JI, who was visiting Homer Hunt W6HD in Walnut 
Creek. 

President Pate thanked those who may have helped in building 
up the gift which was tendered him as a result of a fire in 
his home a few days earlier. 

Omar Day W60BJ presented the club with a new gavel for the 
1949 chair and refused payment for same, a very nice gesture 
on his part. Homer Hunt W6HD moved that a hand be given Omar 
for his fine gift, seconded by A.L. Brown W6DYP, and carried. 
The club was very grateful for this fine gift. 

Secretary-Treasurer Dick Wallace W6TCU suggested a membership 
program and added that it was the responsibility of each member 
of the club to bring new men into the hobby. Homer Hunt W6HD 
suggested that local high schools be notified of the existance 
of MDARC,. 

Omar Day W6O0BJ discussed the connection of the Red Cross 
with the Amateur Radio Emergency Corps (AREC). He pointed out 
the good work each is doing and the need for new members. 

Carol Messier W6WGN was asked to serve as the contact with 
the newspapers on the publicity to be given the club and its 
meetings. 


February 1949: 

Homer Hunt W6HD gave a very interesting and informative talk 
on "flat lines"--and a lot of well-directed questions were 
answered by Homer. For more complete information he suggested 
that those interested in the subject refer to the June and 
August, 1947 issues of QST. The June issue deals with an article 
on transmission lines and the August issue has a very informative 
article on coupling of "flat lines." 

An exhibit of some ham gear and a demonstration of two-meter 
operation was given by Jim Allan W6HSY and E.S. Starkweather 
W6ZKC and was well received and appreciated by the club members 
present. President Pate announced that Jack Tait W6IT had been 


appointed Sergeant-of Arms. 

The first social meeting of 1949 was held at the M & M Cafe 
in Concord, where dinner and a general gab-fest constituted 
the evening's activities. Present were: Dick Wallace W6TCU and 
XYL, E.S. Starkweater W6ZKC and XYL, Rob Rutherford with XYL 
and harmonic, Leon Pate W6JUW, Fearn Ulcher, Jack Tait WO6IT, 
George Chappino, Walt Sessions W6MNG and XYL, Omar Day W60BJ, 
Bud Stedinger W6CX and XYL, Russ Stedinger (ex-~W6HRA) and XYL, 
O.W. Peterson W6LGW and XYL. All present agreed that a repeat 
in the near future was very much in order. 


March 1949: 

At the board meeting a discussion was held on methods which 
could be advantageous in obtaining new club members. Several 
suggestions were brought up by the members, unacceptable and 
shelved, or tabled. 

Bud Stedinger W6CX suggested contacting Elecytric Supply 
Co. to obtain mailing addressograph lists, but lacked address 
to contact. Leon Pate W6JUW volunteered to get the list and 
report results at the next meeting. 

Board set April 29th as the date for the next social meeting. 
Restaurant to be named at a later date, agreed to make it a 
"Stag. " 

Dick Wallace W6TCU suggested movie film for next two meetings, 
Dick to pick up “Story of FM" by GE., for March meeting. Pres. 
Pate W6JUW to arrange for loan of a sound projector. 

It was also announced that Omar DAy W60BJ will give a short 
talk on BCI and its elimination. 

Bob Carter will be asked by Bud Stedinger W6CX to talk on 
mobile antennas at the Aril meeting. 

Minutes read and approved. 

Reminder to the membership of the special meeting coming 
up, to be held at Martinez, date of meeting to be decided upon 
by the Board. 

At the general meeting Omar Day W6OBJ gave a very interesting 
talk on BCI and its elimination or correction, and also "tuned 
traps" and their uses. 


April 1949 

Board meeting held at the home of Jim Allan W6HSY, and called 
to order by Pres. Pate, W6JUW 

Authorization given to Dick Wallace, W6TCU, to purchase a 
blackboard for the club. 

Bob Carter, W6NTU, of Oakland, gave a talk on "mobile 
antennas." Dick Wallace, W6TCU, to show a Westinghouse film 
"On the Air." 

Special "stag" meeting to be held at the Venetian Club in 
Martinez on April 29th. 

Bob Carter, W6NTU, gave a demonstration on "traffic handling" 
with help of Bud Stedinger, W6CX. 

Dom Lucido, W6TDY, gave a brief resume on new proposals being 
formulated by the FCC, affecting all ‘hams.' Suggestion by Bud 
Stedinger, W6CX, to contact our ARRL representatives and comment 
strongly on the proposals. 


May 1949: 

Board meeting held at the home of Pres. Pate, W6JUW, and 
the FCC proposals were well discussed by the members of the 
board and decision was against the proposals. Reprints sent 
to all area ‘hams' and their opinions requested. After receiving 
such opinions the Board will draft a letter to the ARRL regarding 
the proposals. 

Club picinic was to be held May 15th on Mt. Diablo, but the 
weatherman failed us. Several were on the scene by 10:30 AM, 
with signs, power, etc. Cold fog hid them and proved very 
uncomfortable. At 1:30 PM, several more arrived "picnic bent," 
and all agreed to adjourn to Al Brown, W6DUP's home. 

It was enjoyed by all present even though it was an unexpected 
move due to adverse weather conditions. 

Regular club meeting held after a late, but good dinner at 
the M&M Cafe in Concord. Discussion held on the proposals of 
the FCC. The decision reached was to agree to the technical 
changes recommended by the FCC, but opposed to the licensing 
procedure changes. 

Dick Wallace, W6TCU, was instructed to telegraph K.E. Hughes, 
W6CTS, Ass. Director of ARRL, advising him of the club action 
and to follow up the telegram with a letter. 

General introduction and comments on activities for "Ham 
Activities" department in the QST magazine. 


June 1949: 

Board meeting held at the home of O.W. Peterson, W6LGW, with 
five members present. 

Report that Las Almas Hotel would be unavailable for club 
meeting, due to alterations, but would be available at a later 
date. After discussion it was decided to hold the meetingt at 
the Gas Company building for next meeting and let the membership 
decide where to meet in the future. 

Discussed holding code classes this fall. Board felt it should 
be done. Suggestion to be brought up before the membership at 
the regular meeting. Dick Wallace, W6TCN, read from ARRL circular 
giving particulars on the accepted procedures. 

Dick Wallace, W6TCU, and Jim Allan, W6HSY, to experiment 
with small, inexpensive xmtrs and receivers for school-age 
construction. 

Meeting held at the Coast Counties Gas Co. bldg., Walnut 
Creek, called to order by Pres. Pate, W6JUW. 

Official ARRL Bulletin read by all club members and returned 
to the club files. 

Dick Wiallace, W6TCU, reported on recommendation of Board 
to conduct code classes via 10-meter band starting September 
6th, school term, and asked members to consider serving as 
volunteers on the band. 

Bob Ludlum, member from Berkeley, announced his transfer 
to England and is selling all his gear. Dick Wallace, W6TCU, 
and Roy Swanson, W6DMA, were appointed as a committee to look 
over the gear and purchase anything the club could use. They 
purchased an MInstructograph complete, with 5 tapes, 110-v 


oscillator, one pair of headphones, and a BC-1023 as a prize, 
at a total price of $14.00. 

Picture entitled “Inductance" was shown; produced by the 
U.S. Army as an Army Training Film. 


July 1949: 

Board meeting held at the home of Dick Wallace, W6TCU, and 
called to order by Pres. Pate, W6JUW. 

Minutes read and approved--Outstanding bills approved and 
ordered paid.

At a special board meeting, several suggestions were made 
regarding the setting-up of the booth at the Walnut Festival 
by the different members and after a discussion of pros and 
cons, were acted upon accordingly.
